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The office action of November 9, 2009 has been carefully 
considered. 

It is noted that claims 9-11 are objected to for containing 
informalities . 

A substitute specification is required. 

Claims 9-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph . 

In connection with the specification, applicant has attached 
a Substitute Specification along with a marked-up copy showing the 
changes made. It is noted that the new substitute specification is 
based on the substitute specification filed June 7, 2004. No new 
matter has been added. 

In view of the Examiner's objection to and rejection of the 
claims, applicant has amended claims 9-11. 

Applicant has amended the preamble of the claims as required 
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by the Examiner. Thus, it is respectfully submitted that the 



objection to claims 9-11 is overcome and should be withdrawn. 

It is submitted that the claims now on file particularly 
point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Applicant has amended the claims to 
address the points raised by the Examiner. Thus, it is 
respectfully submitted that the rejection of claims 9-11 under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph is overcome and should be withdrawn. 

Reconsideration and allowance of the present application are 
respectfully requested.
